SMALL POX AT FROG 

The Saskatchewan Herald, 
ford, says: 

Reliabje news from Frog lake, twen- 
ty miles west of Onion lake, is to the 
effect that smali pox of a-most viru- 
lent kind has broken out amongst the 
Indians there, and that their condition 
is most serious. A panic has stricken 
the band and they are fleeing in alt di- 
rections, doubtlesss carrying contag- 
ion with them and giving it a foothold 
on the other reserves. Some of the 
sick are in tents, in which they cannot 
be kept in the comfort and given the 
attendance calied for in their condition 
And unfortunately they are without 
medical aid and out of reach of any as- 
sistance beyond what they can give one 
another; which is little at the best of 
times, ard not to be counted upon 
in their present pan‘c.. The worst fea- 
ture in the case is the danger that 
these wandering Indians wil) spread 
the diseuse all over the country. It 
started in a purely Indian district, so 
that the duty of looking alten them 
rests upon the depariment, so far. as 
regards the pbysical well-being. To 
keep them on their reserves is beyond 
the power of the handful of Mounted 
Police in th‘s district; and yet some- 
thing must be done, either by the In- 
dian department or the govérnment, or 
both. Two new cases have just de- 
veloped at Onion izuke—one in the school 
and one in a family outside.

FEEDING FOR BUTTER FAT. 

A fat animal contains within its 
own body the material for creating 
heat. If the food given is no? suf- 
ficient for this purpose, it: can feed 
upon or absorb and assimilate the 
fat of its own body, if the digestive 
organs are ia condition, But when 
more heat is not needed, it has the 
same powcr to convert this fat into 
the butter fat of the milk.- The fat 
will produce milk with more fat in 
it than the leau cow, when both are 
receiving rations not sufficient in 
quantity or up to her requirements 
doing so. When we put fat on a 
in quality, but-she will lose flesh in 
cow we are feeding fat into her 
muk that will be shown when she 
is on short rations, and we never 
claimed that we could increase the 
butter fat in the milk ig any other 
way unless we “bad a_ cow that 
would not fatten when giving milk. 
In that case fat-producing food) will 
show its results in the milk if the 
animal can digest it. If she cannot 
it must pass off in some other way. 
The often-quoted test of feeding 
tallow, to a caw, and finding that her 
milk had ro more fat im it, Goes not 
prove anything. The cow is not 
a meat-eating animal, and we have 
ne reason to beiieve that she would 
make any more tallow er butter fat 
if she was given suet, lard or castor

Mrs. Bidietta, mother of the accused 
and the last witness, said Karr came 
to her son’s house, where she was liv- 
ing on the afternoon of his death. He 
wanted to see prisoner but finally left 
a message with ber. Bioletta came in 
soon after and gettung the message 
went out again. y 

Dr. Denovan, of Red Deer, stated 
that he had made a post mortem ex- 
amination of the bodv of tha de- 
ceased. He had found a bullet wound 
in the breast, andj he ‘had traced the 
bullet which was lodged in the spine. 


There was another bullet wound in 
the head which entered about half 
an inch above the left ear and em- 
erged about ons anda half inches 
above the right ear. The hair was 
singed so thit the shot must have 
been fired at close range. Either 
wound was sufficient to cause death. 


Constable Shoebotham, told again 
how he found the body and near it an 
axe. Then William Cooper an Auction- 
eer’s clerk detailed the history of a sale 
his firm had carried out for Bioletia 
on the 8th. 

The prosecution developed its case 
with the rext witness evidently call- 
ed to show motive. He was a Domin- 
ion land surveyor, Angus Mc¥Fee, «by 
name, and he had had Karr working 
for him Maly ist to June 2nd, 1900. 
During all that time he had never seen 
his wife. He was an eccentric sort of 
fellow but quiet and inoffensive. 

“No,” he told Mr. Nolan, “he had 
never heard Karr sxy he had murdered 
three men. It was true he seemed to 
have somethiag on his m'nd but I never 
supposed he imagined himself a triple 
murderer.” 

The last witness was ,William Chest- 
nut. He had been living at the Bio- 
Jetta’s. Last year Mrs. Karr was 
there from April to July and her hus- 
band was living with a Mr. Champ. 
Deceased and his brother-ia-law, never 
could live together, “They did not like 
cach other well enough” he explained. 
Asked why not, he presumed the cause 
was jealouy. Yes he knew the stories 
that had been going round about pris- 
oner and his sister but did not know 
them to be true. 

Do you know of anything which 
would lead you to belive them ?—Yes. 
“What?’—Karr told me that Bio- 
letta was to give him money to take 
him aad his wife tc Michigan. I pre- 
sume it looked iike compensation for 
wounded feelings. But as far as my 
knowledge goes the money was not 
paid.” 

This ended the examination in chief 
and Mr. Nolan took up the cudgels. 
Counse! took him through the history 
of his conferences with Karr. Deceas- 
ed had talked a jot and had told him 
he was gettirg a sum of money by way 
of endowment for his wife and child. 
Never, however. had he seen anything 
wrong about Karr although once he 
seemed excited. 

Asked about the three murdered 
men he answered, “I never heard him 
say anything about pleading guilty to 
the death of three men and giving him- 
self up to justice.” 

Mr. Nolan swi*ched off gai a new 
track and 5) ted that deceased had 
spoken of getting a rape for Bioletta’s 
neck. But witness knew nothing of it, 
‘although be had heard others hint at 
such a thing ard in consequence had 
warned prisoner.
